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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Amendment, Remarks, and Declaration filed 27 

October 2004. 
All previous rejections are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 and 19-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
re^cord neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method of injection molding a molded article 
having a hollow portion including injecting a first resin, initiating injection of a second resin 
without bringing the second molten resin into contact with the first molten resin, and introducing 
a pressurized fluid into the second resin to form a hollow portion only in the second resin and to 
bring the second resin into contact with the first resin. 

Claims 8-18 have already been indicated allowed (see paper mailed 28 June 2004), but 
the reasons are provided here for applicant's convenience: The prior art of record neither teaches 
nor suggests the claimed method for injection molding an article having a hollow portion 
wherein the first-molten-resin injection portion and the second-molten-resin injection portion is 
disposed on opposite sides of a movable partition member, respectively, in combination with the 
other specifically-claifned method steps.
